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For the latter Objection; Theſe Papers are ſubmitted to 
the Scrutiny of thoſe, who know how to make a prudent Uſe 
of them, and ſuch, as I might well hope, by ſeeing the Re- 
ſolution of others to perpetuate a Schiſm, would be as re- 
ſolute and earneſt, on the Contrary, to Diſſolve or Heal it. 
For theſe Ends, Sir, I ſhall relate whate'er Material I can 
recolleQ, after the Interval of ſome Years, concerning the 
Methods uſed by the Diſſenters, While 1 lived amongſt em, 
to propagate a Miniſtry in Oppoſi tion to tet Eltsdliſt 
by Law, and the Publick Univerſities: What different Pla- 
ces, and kind of Colleges they had for the Education f 
Youth to this purpoſe; How theſe generally were maintained, 
and whence, with the Principles commonly Imbraced and 
Defended by thoſe: who were of em, as well as moſt* 
other Diſſenters: (To which 1 wiſh I eoud yet fay, 1 found 
not ſuch of them as I Converſe with, too conſtant. -) And, 
Laſtly, what Arguments they generally made uſe of to diſ- 
ſwade any they ſuſpected from embracing the Communion! 
of the: Church of Exgland, or confirm'thers in their Diſſent 
from it: All of which ſhall be What I either was perſbmilly 
Witneſs to, and Engaged in; or in things leſs Material, am 
as Morally certain of by the Notoriety of the Fact, and un- 
contradicted Reports among us. For the Truth of Whate'er 
F:ſhall advance, Appealing (if Occaſion be) to the Conſti- 
ences of thoſe Concerned, and in the mean time, to my Own, 
Being born of Diſſenting Parents, my Father dying eꝛrl7 
while I was at a Country School, and almoſt fit for the Uni- 

verſity; I was taken Notice of by that party, and without my 

Mothers Application or Charges, Sent by their Direction to 
London, in order to my being Entred at one of their private 
cadenvics, and ſo for their Miniſtry. Dr. G. who then lired

not Conſiderable of thoſe Seminaries, had promiſed me my” 
tuition, in Expectation of which I came to Loder on the 8th of 
Manch. Dom: 1678. But at my Arrival, found him newly de- 
ceaſed. On which l was continued ſome time Longer at a Gram 
mar School, from whence my Maſter would have had me gone 
to the Univerſity,” having there provided a handſome Sübſ.- 
ſtence for me: But the forementioned party *

gard to Critical Learning; and beſides, Obliged when Conye- 
niency would permit, to get my elf entred at one of the Uni- 
verſities, without which none was to enjoy this Exhibition, 


the Publick Univerſities, tha Educated at theſe private 2 
times would then ſpeedily alter; and look more favourably on 
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attain it, when our Names ſhould be already found Entred. 
But to proceed, when this Tutor had left off, I was recom- 
mended to another, one Mr. A. of Newington Green, formerly 
Fellow of Wadham College in Oxford, 1 think, for he was a 
great Acquaintanee of Bp. W. an Ingenious and univerſally 
Learned Man, but his Chiefeſt Excellency lay in Mathematicks, 
and eſpecially the Mechanic part thereof: There I continued 
near two years more with my former Exhibitions, and my 
Age Increaſing, began now to make ſome more Obſervations 
of things than. while with my firſt Tutor, and the more I ſaw 
into what was abont me, the more, I confeſs, I diſliked it., 
and began to doubt whether I was in the right; ſome of the 
moſt remarkable paſſages which remain in my memory are 
theſe following. 5 5 
For my Tutor himfelf, I muſt and ever will do him that 
Juſtice to aſſert, that whenever the Young Men had any diſ- 
courſe of the Government, and talk d diſaffectedly or diſtoy- 
ally, he never fail'd to rebuke and admoniſh em to the Con- 
trary, telling us, I remember, Expreſly, more then once, 
That twas none of our buſineſs to Cenfure ſuch as God had 
placed above us. That finall miſcarriages ought not to be 
magnified, nor feverely reflected on, ( Eſpecially by thoſe 
who had other buſineſs to mind) there never having been a 

Government ſo exact, or perfect, but had ſome of thoſe Nævi 
in it: And further, he particularly Cautioned us againſt Lam- 
ns, or Scandalous Libels againſt Superiors, and that 
rom the Immorality, as well as Danger o being the Authors 
or Diſperſers of them. Thus much I think my ſelf obliged in 
Truth, Gratitude and Honour, to witneſs of that (I really be- 
lieve) Good, tho miſtaken man, who was I think the moſt 
Conſiderable of any in England in that way, for the number of 
Þis Pupils, and Politenefs of his Learning. But tho I have 


acknowledged this of him, and in his, as far as poſſible, Juſt 


Vindication, yet that Character will reach but very few others. 
The Examples of almoſt a whole party prevailed much more 
on moſt of us, than bis ſingle Precept. The Gefjus of a Faction 


was expreſt too lively in our Diſcourſe and Actions. We 


almoſt univerſally entertained a Mortal Averſion to the Eprs- 
coat Oxpxs, and very few but Equally abhorred/Monaxcuy 


it ſelf, on either of Which, not ithitanding our Tutor's con- 


trary 
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trary Advice and Commands, nothing ſo Satyrical or Reflecting 


cou'd, we thought, be Spoken. The KinG-x1LLINnG DocrRixxs 


were generally received and defended ; Once particularly, 
I remember (tho Our Tutor not there) when but One perſon 
in all the Company oppoſed it, and had all the reſt about him 


for the ſame. The BARBANROus MuRTHER Or KING CHarLEs Lt. 
Or BLesseD Memory, I have heard, till I Confeſs my Ears ting- 


led. Since from the firſt time I read the Account ont I deteſted 
and abhorred it, avowedly and frequently Undicated ; and 
'thoſe who did it, very rarely Oppoſed : But the Memory of 
his MurTaeRess generally, by the party, treated at leaſt with 
the greateſt tenderneſs Imaginable. The Eſtabliſhed Clergy, 
' Liturgy, Diſcipline, treated with the heighth of Diſgrace, and 
ridicule; once among the reſt, ſome of our Company went out 


at Midnight to a little Hill not far from Newington-T own, get- 


ting a ſpeaking Trumpet with em, in which after they had 
alarm d and affrighted the Town, they Divulged ſome ſcanda- 
lous Stories of the then Miniſter of the place, the Reverend 
Mr. S: I was not there my ſelf, but*twas at their return, re- 
ported by the Actors, and by the reſt received with Applauſe 


and Satisfaction. Nothing more Common then to hear the 


Public Prayers and Eſtabliſhed Liturgy ridiculed, and the Words 


and Expreſſions therein, as well as the Perſons Officiating, 


made the conſtant ſubje& of all the bad Jeſts could be Inven- 
ted: And thoſe who had the beſt Talent this way, or for the 
bittereſt and moſt: Scandalous and Ill-manner'd Sarcaſms in 
Proſe or Verſe, Careſt, Hugged, Encouraged, and Commended 
by the Heads and Body of that party: In ſome of which abuſes, 
as I muſt own I my #1

x f had too Large a ſhare, ſol have, and 
ſtill do heartily ask Gods, and the Churches pardon. 
Here twas, by Common Diſcourſe and Correſpondence, 


that I learnt the Names and Places of the other Seminaries of 
this kind in ſeveral parts of England; this as before hinted was 
indeed the moſt Conſiderable, having annext a fine Garden, 
Bowling Green, Fiſh-pond, and within a Laboratory, and 
ſome not inconſiderable Rarities, with Air Pumps, Thermo- 
meters, and all ſorts of Mathematical Inſtruments. We had 


a Liſt of all thoſe who had been Entred of our Society, ſome 
hundreds it a mounted to, but I cannot be preciſe in the Num-

every One, whether Law, Divinity, Phiſick, or what Elſe; 
Among the reſt I remember the Names of ſeveral Perſons of 
Quality, Sir C. M. a Kinſman of Sir J. M's, as I am Informed, 
ſent thither by his Order : Sir Charles P. afterwards killed at 
Fiſh-Street- Fill, not a few Knights and Baronets Sons, and 
(at the former place) One Lords Son who were ſent hither to 
avoid the Debaucheries of the Univerſities, tho ſome of them 
(particularly Sir /. W. H. V. and others) made themſelves 
ſufficiently remarkable while they were with us. For Our 
Tutors having no power, cou d uſe but little Diſcipline, we 
having beſides, for what order we had, a ſort of Democratical 
Government among us, any one having power to propoſe 
a Law, and all Laws carryed by the Balat, as the greater 
Number Determined, and pains and pecuniary Mulcts accor- 
dingly in flicted, as it ſeemed beſt to our own Diſcretion ; We 
had Two Houſes at Newingten, our Number 40. or 50. Oer 
or under.

Beſides this, we had two Other Nurſeries of the ſame Na- 
ture in or about Land; Mr. D. who might have about

Mr. K. he was Succeſſor to Dr. C. who had been his Tutor, 
and left either ten or twenty Exhibitions, I am not certain 
which, of Ten Pound Per Ann. each to ſo many Young Scholars 
deſigned for Miniſters, moſt or all Independants; the Three 
former Presbyterians.

This Mr. K. lived, when I firſt knew his People, at Hackney, 
after that removed with his Pupils to London, and lodiged in 
 Bawſr's Houſe, who was Executed in Wes, & c. Plot for high 
Treaſon, whither his Pupils uſed to come daily ; and he read to 
em, as well as afterwards in other parts of the Town. Since 
my. return from Qxford, I hear he lived in Jemen Sr et, and 
now, or very lately, in Rope-Maker's Alley in Afaor-pelds.

lued him: Another near Salisbury; and another at Taunton 
Dean in Sommerſet- ſuire, both whoſe Names I have loſt, tho 
the Pupils of the laſt have been numerous. | 

One Mr. S. at Lyme Regis Dorſetſhire : now at Biſhop's- Hall, 
near Bednalgreen, 1693, Mr. I. now near Sheffeild, 1698: And 
I believe 'Fveral Others, if I could remember 'em: But 
moſt of the Lads maintained in all thoſe places, deſigned for 
Miniſters ; which were every where the far greater Num- 
ber, and upon the Matter all, (except thoſe Gentlemen 
with us) their Exhibitions failing when the Diſſenters 
were ſo ſeverely - proſecuted, that they could not meet in 
uch frequent Numbers as they were wont, where they 
uſed to make thoſe Collections which maintain'd 'em, were 
forced either Home to their Parents, and Friends, e er they 
finiſhed their Studies, or ſent very callow abroad to ſome 
Gentleman's Houſe, Chaplains or Tutors, Mr. D's. School, 
boaſting- they could cram up a Miniſter in Two Years; or 
elſe betaking themſelves to ſome other Employments. 

Ours indeed, ſtood one of the longeſt in England, the Rea- 
ſon whereof I conceive to be this: We having ſeveral 
Gentlemen of Eſtates who paid well; Our Tutor de- 
ſigning what he thought the Glory of God more than his 
own private Profit, propoſed no more, but juſt to fave 
himſelf harmleſs. And if therefore he had little for ſome, 
valued it not, ſo 'twas barely made up by others, -whence 
we had ſt ill new Miniſters ſeat out, and ordained by the Pres- 
byters, of which ſort there are a pretty conſiderable Num- 
ber in all parts of Englndete. | 

I have almoſt, in the Crowd, forgot one thing very re- 
markable: Tis their Salvo for their Oath in the Univerſity, 
when they engage not to take Pupils, read Lectures, &c: 
I have ſeen a Manuſcript handed about amongſt us in Expli- 
cation of this Oath, which thoſe in this Imployment have 
been often Accuſed for the Breach of. The main thing 1 
remember, they inſiſt on, are thoſe Words wherein they 
plead the force of the Oath lies; that they are not to Read 
Lectures, &c. Tanquam in Academia, That is ( ſay they) in 
fuch manner as is done in the Univerſity, Taking and Giv- 
ing Degrees in Oppoſit ion A as was once * 
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d for ſome Years at Stanford; mentioned in the Oath, -which 
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they plead is 'a Direction or Key to the Senſe thereof. 

But tho we had long weathered it out, the Shock at length 
came ſo fiercely ; our Tutor could not ſtand it: He had 
once before been Excommunicated, aud a Capias iſſued out 
againſt him, on which he was taken, but while ia Cuſte- 
dy. of an Officer, before he was actually Committed to Pri- 
ſon, the Officer ia whoſe Houſe he lay, accidently died du- 
ring his ſtay there, on which there being aone to detain 
him, he returned home again; attributing the Thing, as is 
uſual with that ſort of People, to a particular Providence ; He 
Was now in danger of a Second Capias, on which -he-uſed 
the Mediation of my Lady K. to get ſome reſpite, and ſent 
his Siſter ſeveral times to Londen- Hlouſs on the ſame Errand: 
My Lord of L. as we were told, promiſed him all Reaſon- 
able Favour, if he'd leave that place, and Employment, 


which he cou'd not ſuffer him in, ſo much to the Detriment 


and prejudice of the Eſtabliſhed Church, and affront to the 
Laws and Univerfities z on which he abſconded ſome time at 
a Friend's, abſenting himſelf from us, and leaving the Senior 
Pupils to inftruQ the FJanior. | | 5 | 

_ *Twas in this Juncture of time, my Tutor being remov'd, 


for whom I had ſo great a Reſpect and Veneration as hardly 
to dare doubt what hefaffirmed, that I began to inquire | 


more cloſely than I had formerly done, into the Grounds 
of thoſe Differences for which I ſaw our People ſuffer ſo 
much, and fo ſeverely, and whether I was ſufficiently ſatis- 
fied in the Truth and Import of thoſe Principles I had been

1 enquired as well as I could into their Arguments for

and things appeared in another ſort of a Light than 1 hd

perhaps not altogether conſtituted in the ſame manner that

Theſe I re- 
member, were ſome of the uppermoſt of my Thoughts 
about that time, and on the whole, I began to have ſome In- 
clinations to the Univerſity, if I knew how to get thither, or 
live there when I came Not being ——_— to my 
Knowledge, with one Soul of the Church of England, at leaſt 
with none of any Figure or Intereſt, to whom I might addreſs

I was now offered Imployment among the Diſſenters (ha-

Enervatus, the Altare Damaſcenum, and ſuch like were what 
we much traded in, and were recommended to us, toge- 
ther with Baxter's Books of Controverſies and Devotion. 
Tho' I have heard he was inclined to the Univ and did 
not much approve our private Academies, and has bla- 


med for it amongſt us; Charnock was held in great eſteem.
